RELATTNG TO REQUTREIiENTS FOR A tlOTOR VEHTCTJE OPERATOR TO HAVE

CONTROL OF TEE VEEICLE AT ALL TII¡IES AND TO CHANGE TANES

OR REDUCE SPEED IN SPECIT'IC SITUATIONS, AND PROVIDTNG

PENAL1TIIES.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEI{BLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:

Section 1. Section 321.285, subsection 2' paragraph a'
unnumbered paragraph 1' Code 201I, is amended to read as

follows:
Unless otherwise provided by this sectionr or êxcept as

posted pursuant to sections 262.68, 32I.236, subsection 5,
section 32]-.288, subsection 6 2, paragraph 'Y", sections
32L.289 ' 32L.290, 32L.293, 321.295 | and 4614.36' the following
shall be the l-awful speed and any speed in excess thereof shall
be unlawful:

Sec. 2. Section 32L.288, Code 201I, is amended to read as

Sec. 3. Section 32L.323A, Code 2011, is amended by adding
the following new subsection:

NEW SUBSECTION. 3. a. A person convicted of a violation
of this section con¡nits a simple misdemeanor punishable as a
scheduled violation under section 805.84, subsection 11.

b. A person convicted of a violation of this section which
resulted in an accident causing bodily injury to or the death
of another person may be subject to the following penalties in
addition to the penalty provided for a scheduled violation in
section 805.84, subsection 11, or any other penalty provided
by 1aw:

(1) For a violation causing bodily injury to another person,
a fine of five hundred dollars.

(2) For a violation causing death, a fine of one thousand
dollars.

c. Upon receiving a record of a person's conviction for a

violation under paragraph 'Þ" which resulted in an accident
causing damage to the property of another person or bodily
injury to or death of another person' the department sha1l
suspend the person's driver's license or operating privileges,
upon thirty days' notice and without preliminary hearing, as
follows:

(1) For a violation causing damage to the property of
another person, but not resulting in bodily injury or death of
to another person, the department shalI suspend the violator's
driver's license or operating privileges for ninety days.

(2) For a violation causing bodily injury to another person,
the department shall suspend the violator's driver's license or
operating privileges for one hundred eighty days.

(3) For a violation causing death' the department sha1l
suspend the violator's driver's license or operating priviteges
for one year.
